The Crawford County Sheriff's Department will be 


receiving a $1,075 federai-state grant for communication 
system improvements, reports Senate Minority Leader Boo 


* Davis (R-Gaylord). 


“The existing radio communications system in Craw- 
ford County is much less than optimum,” Senator Davis 
noted. "Mobile radios are often unable to contact the base 
dispatcher at Grayling with much reliability, and communi- 
cation becomes completely unintelligible at approximately 
11 miles from Grayling.” 

Local funds of $1,075 will be added to $1,018 in federal 
funds and $57 in state monies to install a positive grounding 
system and a high-gain antenna system that will enable 
countywide mobile communications. 

“Attempting to run a police department without 
essential equipment results in operating deficiencies and 
reduced effectiveness,” Senator Davis pointed out. “I'm 
pleased that this new equipment will help to eliminate these 
communications problems now confronting the Crawford 
County Sheriff's Department.”

No Music in “Them Thar nilis” 

A proposai by ie Hanson Park Recreation Auiiuriiy to 
feature a summer-long series of concerts at tha park this 
year, put on and and conducted py Northern Lights, inc., 
was axed last week when the Military Board in Lansing put 
an end to such hopes. 

In a 2-1 vote, the Board voted to nullify any plans the 
Authority had to put on the concerts, which were expected to 
draw some 50,000 people to the area. 

In a proposal made recently to the Authority. Northern 
Lights offered to put on as many as seven concerts througn- 
out the summer, including the possibility of featuring the 
group “Chicago”, as well as other famous-name groups, 
with 25% of the profit going to the Park project, badly now in 
need of funds. 

The apparent reason for the rejection is that the Board 
felt that any enterprise of this nature would represent a 
“private business for profit", something the State frowns 
upon in view of all the recent controversy over property 
rights at the Park. 

Local officials felt the endeavor would generate needed 
junds iv opéraie the recreational park, and point out that 
concerts would not feature “hard rock” groups, but instead 
would feature popular groups that would attract thousands 
to the area, providing enjoyable evening enterlainment. All 
was for naught, apparently ...?

NOISE LEVEL LAW . 

A bill adopting national 
noise levels for mator ve- 
hicles was signed into law 
Tuesday by Governor Milli- 
ken, and it will become ef- 
fective April 1. 

The new law requires all 
motor vehicles to have ex- 
haust systems in good work- 
ing ordér, and which are 
capable of preventing noises 
above specific decibel li- 
mits. 

The standards described 
in the law vary according to 
type and size of the yehicle, 
as well as according to 
whether it is stationary or 
moving. 

New or used vehicles can- 
not be sold if they exceed 
the new levels, and all 
mufflers and exhaust parts 
must comply with the stan- 
dards set in tne act. Farm 
and construction machinery, 
and other vehicles which are 
only incidentaiiy moved over 
highways, are not covered by 
the provisions of the new 
law.

New School Aid Formula 
Wins Committee Approval ... 

The method of providing 
state aid for public schools 
in Michigan may be dras- 
tically changed if the full 
Legislature goes along with 
a new formula recently ap- 
oroved by the Senate Educa- 
tion Committee.

A breakdown shows that 
government checks totaling 
approximately $14,150 will 
be paid to some 130 former 
servicemen in the local area. 

Not included are Vietnam 
veterans. They are covered 
by Veterans Group Life In- 
surance (VGLI), aterm policy 
that does not pay dividends. 


They. receive other compen-

sating benefits. 

The announcement, by the 
Veterans Administration - 
notes that ihe $445.6 million 
is the largest dividend it has 
ever declared. The previous 
high was $403.4 million. 

The increase, it is explain- 
ed. is chiefly due to higher 
interest rates that have been 
earned by the insurance 
funds in the last year or two. 

Most of the Crawford 
County recipients are hold- 
ers of National Service Life 
Insurance (NSLI), issued to 
those who saw service in the 
second Worid War.

“As the Sap Rises” 


Once upon a time - as 
legend has it - an Indian 
squaw was preparing veni- 
son in the clear sap from a 
mapte tree. During the cook- 
ing process. she allowed the 
sap to boil down and it 
formed a sweet syrup which 
her husband found deli- 
cious. From that time on, 
the indians used maple sap 
and syrup extensively as 
swecteners. eventually pass- 
ing their secret cn to the 
early pioneers 

The legend does not say 
whether the squaw's tribe 
was one native lo Michigan, 
but as a result of her dis- 
covery Michigan is ihe fourth 
feading producer of maple 
syrup in the United States 
today. And, tree tapping 
time in Michigan is a special 
time of the year. according 
to the Travel Bureau, Mi- 
chiqan Departinent of Cam- 
MCE, 

Maple trees produce sugar 
during the summer months. 
Some is used immediately in 
the growth process and 
some is siuored for use 
during the winter months. 
As the days begin tu warm. 
in late winter or early spring, 


* the sap in the trees begins to 


move picking up some of the 
stored up suya dicng the 
way. This is “harvest sea 
son” for Michigan “sugar 
bush” owners, and maple 
syrup producers. 

The sweet Sap is gathered 
by arining noice into the 
trees and inserting a “spile” 
or spigot which allows the 
sap to drip freely into a con- 
tainer attached to the spile. 
Sap from the individual tree 
containers is usually collect- 
ed by hard, poured into a 
gathering tanh ana trans- 
ported to the sugarhouse. 
There the sap goes into an 
evaporator where it is boiled 
down into pure maple syrup.
